ALEPPO CHIMPANZEE 

NAMED ‘“BONDIE” IN 

CONTEST BY SCHOOL 
CHILDREN 


I AST year, as a special feature of the 
“Morto hree-ring Cir- 


cus, sponsored by Aleppo Temple of the 
Shrine, a baby camel was purchased for 
presentation to the City of Boston for the 
Franklin Park Zoo. 

The privilege of naming the newcomer 
to Boston was reserved for the children. 
Every New England boy and girl between 
the ages of five and fifteen, through news- 
paper advertisements, was invited to sub- 
mit a suitable name for the baby camel, 
together with a letter of not more than 
twenty-five words, stating “Why the Zoo 
Should Have a Camel.” There were 203 
prizes, with a $25.00 War Bond as first 
prize. 

Four children submitted the winning 
name “‘Jeep,’”’ and the child who wrote the 
best letter received first prize. 

This year, Aleppo Temple sponsored a 
similar naming contest, and a chimpanzee 
was presented to the City of Boston for the 
Zoo. 

Shrine Circus week this year brought to 
Boston its only chimpanzee, as a gift from 
Aleppo Temple; the baby “Chimp” re- 
ceived its name; and 203 boys and girls 
received prizes in a novel and instructive 
chimpanzee-naming contest. 

Aleppo Temple again extends its grate- 
ful appreciation to the Committee of 
Judges in the Contest, including Mayor 
Maurice J. Tobin; Park Commissioner 
William P. Long; Mr. Arthur L. Gould, 
Superintendent of the Boston Public 
Schools; the Rt. Rev. Richard J. Quinlan, 
Director of Education for the Parochial 
Schools of Boston; and Judge Robert 
Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Illustrious Potentate 
of Aleppo Temple. 

Marion McPhail, 41 Garden St., West 
Roxbury, picked the winning name of 
“Bondie” and wrote the accompanying 
prize-winning letter “Why the Zoo should 
have a Chimpanzee.” 

Aleppo Temple wishes to thank the 
Metropolitan Bcston newspapers for their 
co-operation in the success of the Third 
Annual Aleppo Shrine Circus.

At the Annual Supreme Council Meet- 
ing held in the Hotel Statler, Buffalo, 
New York, Wednesday, September 29th, 
Dr. Emil Dillenback, of Springfield, Arthur 
Hindle, of Salem, and Frank Swain, of 
Swampscott, received the 33rd degree as 
conferred by the Supreme Council.

MILLION DOLLAR WAR 
LOAN DRIVE 


INCE 1638, but a few years after the 

landing of the Pilgrims on the shores of 
Massachusetts Bay, the great military 
company, belovedly known as the “An- 
cients,” always has responded to a patri- 
otic call for action, whether it be on the 
battle lines in every one of the wars in 
which this country has been engaged, or at 
the forefront of great movements for the 
civic good. Boston, Massachusetts, New 
England and the country at large, all have 
felt the great influence of the Ancients, 
which now bears world-wide fame as the 
oldest military organization in the western 
world. 


True to its old-time patriotic traditions, 
the day after Pearl Harbor the Ancients 
went into action. The country was at war 
with three power-crazed despots, so the old 
artillery company girded itself for battle. 
Over eighty of its younger members have 
enlisted in the various armed services, 
many of whom are now carrying the colors 
on foreign battlefronts. As many more 
men and women, sons and daughters of 
members, also have enlisted, and the or- 
ganization itself has sponsored a full com- 
pany in the Massachusetts State Guard. 
The honor roll is a long one . . . the great 
deeds of past heroic members live again. 
Once more the Ancients are in the thick 
of it. 

Not to be outdone by the youngsters of 
the organization, the older members who 
because of age, however lightly it rests on 
their shoulders, has forced them to remain 
behind, rallied to a call for the Third War 
Loan. They meant to show in the only 
way now left to them that the great patri- 
otism of the Ancients always flows in their 
blood, and determined to sell at least 
$1,000,000 in War Bonds. It was a tre- 
mendous effort on the part of so few. With 
characteristic energy and enthusiasm they 
put their shoulders to the wheel, resulting 
in success. 

The Commander of the Ancients, Capt. 
Frank Volpe, appointed a War Bond Com- 
mittee made up of Past Captain and Past 
Potentate of Aleppo Temple, James J. 
Curry, Past Capt. Paul O. Curtis, also 
member of the Finance Committee, Past 
Capt. William Ellis, member of the library 
and museum committee, Lieut. Andrew J. 
Seiler and Lieut. J. Edward Grinfield- 
Coxwell. 

Aleppo Temple, through its wise leader- 
ship, gave hearty and material support to 
the Third War Loan drive of the Ancients. 
A recent purchase of $50,000 by Aleppo, 
of which the Ancients received credit for 
$25,000, now brings the Temple’s holdings 
of War Bonds to $250,000, the soundest 
investment in the annals of this great 
country. 

The Ancients, with their customary 
steam and drive, and with each member of 
this grand old Corps doing his utmost, 
went over the top to reach the goal set by 
its Captain, Frank Volpe. The cause was 
just, and their patriotism is legendary.
